Washington, April 29—The sailing of 


the Spanish fleet <Vom St. Vincent is the 
most important move the enemy has yet 
made during the war. It was undoubtedly 
hastened by Portugal's declaration 
of 


neutrality, and will force Spain to show 
definitely her purpose. 


The departure has not caused any 


change in our naval plans, and it will not 
bring any practical results until the ships 
have had time to reach either Havana or 
our coast. Meanvyhile the chief interest 
is centered on news from the Chinese 
ocean, where the first naval battle is stiil 
expected. 


Of the fight at Mantanzas, which Is still 


under much discussion, it develops that 
Admiral Sampson had permission to use 
his guns in an attack if he were fired 
upon, and the authorities here are thor- 
oughly pleased with hia action. 


Secretary Alger today submitted a de- 


ficiency estimates of $34,000,000 to cover 
the additional army expenses to July 1.

Arrival of Big Prize. 


Key West, April 29.—Aside from the 


news of the Matanzn/s bombardment, 
which set the town wild with Joy, the 
event of yesterday, practically marking 
the end of the first week of the war, wa<* 
the arrival of a big prize, the Guldo. 
Bhe was captured by the Terror and the 
Machias 10 miles off Cardenas at 4 
o'clock Wednesday morning, but not un- 
til after a stern chase. Five shots were 
fired, four by the monitor and one by the 
gunboat, though the allot from the Ma- 
chias did not take effect. Two of the 
Terror'* shots went through the pilot 
house, and one struck a long boat and 
the upper work*. 


Manuel Rivar, a sailor, wa* in the

ish troops. The Terror first sighted hf r 
and began the pursuit by sending a blank 
Jihot aero** her bews. The Spaniard* 
promptly put out all her light* and 
started In a desperate attempt to run 
fcway. The monitor then brought her 
•!x-pounders Into play and sent three 
more shot* directly at her, all finding the 
mark. She also trained her big it-Inch 
gun* on the Guldo, prepared to link her 
if the Spaniard did not heave to.

from 3000 to 13,000. 


This allows the enlistment of 10,000 


yellow fever immunes for service in Cuba. 


Representative Mercer of Louiaana has 


told the President that there are 5,000 
yellow fever immunes ready for imme- 
diate service in his state. 


Protests Entered. 


Madrid, Noon, Captain-General Blanco, 


in his report of the bombardment of Ma- 
tanzas, says the French and Austrian con- 
suls have entered protests on the ground 
that no previous warning was given. 


Tne Massachusetts Quota. 


Boston, April 2».—Yesterday afternoon 


Governor Wolcott issued an order, in 
pursuance to the call of the United 
States ewe*»ment, designating the reg- 
iments to make up the bay state quota 
of soldiers. 
The regiments called are 


the Second, Sixth, Eighth and Ninth in- 
fantry, and all four are ready. 
The 


colonels of each regiment anticipated 
the call, and had the regiments brought 
up to the regulation war footing. The 
Sixth claims the honor of having been 
the first to offer its services under the 
governor's call. 
There was something 


of sentiment In this, for the Sixth was 
the first in Massachusetts to answer the 
call in '61. 
Captain Williams of the 


colored company, I, was the first to place 
his men at the disposal of Colonel Wood- 
ward. 


The commanding officers of these reg 


iments are required forthwith, but with- 
out assembling any portion of their com- 
rades, to cause an individual canvass 
to ba made the subordinate 
officers 


and enlisted men to ascertain and make 
careful record of thos« desiring to volun- 
teer. 


Legislative provision will be made to 


recruit what is left of the st*te militia, 
EO as to bring it up to its full strength, 
with the understanding that the volun- 
teers shall assume their former places. 
The state myitia will then be used for 
coast defence whenever the volunteers 
are ordered to the front. 


These plans will cut out the various 


regiments now recruiting with the inten- 
tion of offering their services to the gov- 
ernment or to the governor. 
The only 


chance for them to enlist will be to fill 
up the ranks of the depleted regiments 
left at home. 


Adjutant General Dalton has issued an 


order establishing a state board of forti- 
fication, with Colonel Edmunds of the 
First corps of cadets, chairman. Tin 
board will consist of six members, and 
will oversee tht coast defences of Mas- 
sachusetts. 


, Practical difficulties and new infor- 
mation may compel changes in the de- 
tails of the president's plan, but it will 
be carried out.

THE WAR IS EXPECTED TO CUT DOWN 


IMMIGRATION ENORMOUSLY. 


•forwarding Agent*" Do Not Believe the 


Lull Will Be of Long Duration, How- 
ever— Rush of Women to Be Red Cross 
Nurses—Tbe Old Guard. 


NEW YORK, April 29.—[Special.]—Noto 


bus already baen raado in tbls correspond- 
ence of the big drop in transatlantic travel, 
but nothing has boon said hitherto regard- 
Ing tbe effect of the war upon Immigra- 
tion. As a matter of fuot, if tbo fulling 
off continues at the present rate of de- 
crease, tburo will soon bo no immigration 
'at ull, to the groat distress of the agents 
who make a living at this port off the com- 
missions on tickets from bore to interior 
parts. What they will do with themselves 
\vhilo the war continues is a question, and 
there is no olass any whore whoso inembsrs 
wish more devoutly for speedy termina- 
tion of hostilities. 


At the same time they are by no means 


discouraged. As a class they look for an 
early collapse of Spain. And they soy 
that after tho war is over there will bo a 
bigger rush from the countries of northern 
arid central Europe than ever before. 


"How can it be otherwise." agreed a 


man well known in the "forwarding" 
business, as it is termed today, "since the 
German, 
Swedish, Austrian and even 


Russian newspapers will now contain 
more columns in a week about America 
than they ever have before in a month? 
Not only will they print all tbo war news, 
but their pages will teem with explanatory 
items and articles such as have only rarely 
been published before.

themselves with European newspapers 
bave no idea of the scant attention paid to 
this country by old world journalists as a 
rale nor of the ingenious nature of the 
misinformation presented by what they 
usually have to say about America. Now, 
bowever, since many German veteran* 
will enlist for Uncle Sam, the German pa- 
pers especially will take groat pains to 
exploit this country, and thousands—yes, 
hundreds of thousands— who have hereto- 
fore had only tho mistiest knowledge of 
the United States will become vf oil post- 
ed

The number of applicants for places as 


Bed Cross nurses is growing larger every 
day, and they represent every walk in life 
from the highest to tbe lowest. Yesterday 
the total was nearly 1,200 and still they 
come, which shows a highly creditable 
state of feeling on the part of American 
women. At the same time it is hardly 
possible tbat all who apply bave much of 
an idea of tbe hardships of the work. 


Undoubtedly also some applicants seek 


the service chiefly because they think 
they can more easily escape serious trou- 
bles and worries of their own by work at 
the front than in any othor way. They 
are not like Miss Margaret Livingston 
Chanler, William Astor Chanter's slater, 
who will temporarily sever the most de- 
lightful social connections to nurse the 
brave boys who fight. One who succeeded 
in getting herself enrolled a day or two 
ago declared that she was alone in tha 
world and crushed with personal reverses, 
and sha knew no other feasible road by 
which she could so certainly forget them 
as to join tbe Hod Cross. With a view to 
taking this step, she bad received tbe most 
careful instruction in the theory and prac- 
tice of nursing. She brought tbe proper 
certificates to prove what she said and tbe 
indorsement of a very eminent physician 
and surgeon. Upon Dr. Lesser suggesting 
that sho answer a few test questions as to 
fitness she consented at once. Her replies 
were eo satisfactory tbat ber name was 
put down without further ado, and she 
will be one of tbo first to go south. 


Th» Old avard. 


The Old Guard's recruiting stations, in 


the form of A tents, standing near tbe 
small parks In tbe streets, have given Now 
York's thoroughfares a more warlike ap- 
pearance even than the flags which fly 
from nearly every important building. 


For many years tho stars and stripes 


have been used almost solely for political 
display, but army tents bave not been in 
evidence since civil war days, which are now 
strongly recalled to all old timers. 
These 


same old timers also remember when they 
see tbe name Old Guard on, tbe pennant* 
over the tenta that it was tbat organiza- 
tion which made tbe first friendly expedi- 
tion to tha south undertaken by any 
northern society of veterans after 1865. 
This was in 1870, 11 year* after the close 
of the war, the occasion being tbe celebra- 
tion of tbe Fort Monltrie centennial at 
Charleston on June 38. 


The Guards were collectively the guest* 


of the Washington Light artillery during 
that celebration, and there are many now 
numbered among tbe 850 Old Guard'* men 
who remember tbe trip and tb§ hearty fra- 
ternization of Federals and Confederate* 
tbat marked its consummation. The 88th 
of June wag such a scorching day tbat 
year in Charleston that, seasoned veterans 
though they were, some of the northerners 
succumbed to tbe heat while on the march 
through Charleston's streets. The major- 
ity, however, marched with as steady tread 
as if the temperature bad been down near 
lero, to the great admiration of the south- 
erners, some of whose member* also *uo- 
sumbed to the overfleroe sun. 


Old Guard1 • Hen Were VtgfcteT*. 


The Old Guard should not be considered 


In the light of a peace organization only, 
however, though it was not known in the 
Federal army by its present title. It* be- 
ginning was as far back a* 1886, wben the 
old Tompkins Blues were organised. A 
few years later there was a rival to tbe 
Blues, known as the City guards, and the 
two com pan lea flourished alongside in 
rivalry mostly friendly till the breaking 
out of the war. Then both organization* 
went to the front, the Tompkins Bluea— 
by tbat time known as the Light guard* 
—as Company A, Seventy-first regiment, 
New York volunteers, and the City guard* 
as Company C of the Ninth. Both com- 
panies saw plenty of hard service before 
Appomattox, and after the war wa* over 
they consolidated as the Old Guard. 


Today tbe Old Guard is tbe swellest mill*, 


tary organization in town, with its owni 
armory and a uniform gorgeous beyond! 
description. Its member* evidently mea» 
tt shall llv* up to its past.

Paper Thirty Tears Ago. 


In looking back «t what was Britten 


•j regard to paper making not more 
faan 80 years ago a 'popular authority, 
treating of the discovery of paper mak- 
ing from esparto, the source being 
Spain, cited Spain as an unstable coun- 
try. 
The great business of paper mak- 


ing might be quite undone or mado 
helpless if it were to depend on Spain 
for esparto. Next bamboo as a crude 
material was discussed and found im- 
practicable. Its bulk and the coal; of 
larriaga would render bamboo for pa- 
per stock impossible. Bagasse, the 
fibrous residue of the sugar cane, was 
deemed only of relative value, for it 
gave only 40 per cent of fiber. 


The writer, treating of cotton or linen 


rags, said that these could be no longer 
depended upon, and next considered the 
proposed utilization of wood. He deem- 
ed this out of the question. "Wood," 
be said, "contains but a small amount 
of fiber and has little felting power." 
Then the writer of the article told how 
several mills in England and Scotland 
which had tried to make paper from 
such wood pulp had abandoned its man- 
ufacture. It was too expensive, costing 
£24 to £25 the ton, and so the conclu- 
sion arrived at was that wood pulp ia 
never likely to be used to any consider- 
able extent.

Color In Electric Light, 


The colors in the ahop windows on 


Broadway come out at night under the 
influence of the electric light in a won- 
derfully pure way. In the daytime it 
is very rare that one ever gets a perfect 
color, for the atmosphere softens and 
merges all the colors of objects, leaving 
no one color perfectly intact, but mix- 
ing with eaoh suggestions of all the 
others. That is why in impressionistic 
painting, like the work of Monet, for 
instance, there is seldom a pare oolor. 
He tries for plein air, for atmosphere, 
for the shadings which give background 
and sunlight. 


But by the electric light the back- 


ground in the shops stops abruptly ia 
darkness. There seems to be no medium 
in which the colors are bathed. They 
stand out hard, clear, pure, one beside 
the other, in sharp contrast. The beauty 
they have is the beauty of utter clear- 
ness, of distinguished purity. They 
have not the glamour of soft uncertainty 
of outline, of indefinite extensioa back 
into space. Indeed the space element is 
wiped out altogether, and upon a two 
dimensioned screen, as it were, is 
thrown the electric light, bringing on* 
in poignant intensity the predominant 
color of the objects.—New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

MURDER OF THE INNOCENTS; 


Where Two-thirds of the Infants 


Were Killed. 


In modern times China used to be a by- 


word for the crime of infanticide. We 
know more of the country now, and the 
wild exaggeration of the first reports, 
when missionaries begun to labor there, 


( causes many people, residents especially, 
to disregard the uvil which exists. By a 
natural reaction infanticide has become a 
standing jest for thomystification of "now 
•hums." But it would seem that the 
early reports from Fiji and the Sandwich 
islands were not much exaggerated. One 
can hardly credit the assertion of Mr. Wil- 
liams, careful as ho was generally, that 
tho number of babloa murdered "was 
nearer two-thirds than one-half of those 
born." 


But he makes a statement even more 


extraordinary. Both >non and women 
there are passionately fond of adopting 
children, though they kill their own. Mr. 
Williams actually knew an instance whore 
tho mother did away with her own oil- 
spring in order to adopt a young rolativo! 


But the most striking of all examples 


occur among various tribes of India. Wo 
gee an idea of the state of things among 
tho Kbonds in 185-t, when Major Camp- 
bell reported with exultation that ho had 
no less than 901 girls registered in his dis- 
trict, which contained 2,149frunillos. And 
ho had good cause to exult, for when his 
labors began, sovon years before, scarcely 
one could bo seen.

Mynpurio, Mr. Unwin vainly inquired for | 
an unmarried glil. The family records of 
the chief, going back many generations, 
did not show one single daughter. 


In 1855 Mr. Moore found the villages of 


the Benares district containing 36 girls to 
117 boys; in 85 the proportions were 51 to 
SGI; in 30, 54 to 343; in 63 be could dis-{ 
cover no girl under 5 years. Those figures 
are enough, but among the Rajputs in- 
fanticide was yet more common. The diffi- 
culty and expense of finding a son-in-law 
acceptable in caste and station wore the 
motives avowed.

A sheep will die to protect its lamb, and 
a ben will face a tiger, But it is not so 
with women if certain conditions be ob- 
served. Upon this point the evidence of 
the commissioners is detailed, abundant 
and conclusive. 


It would appear that the maternal in- 


stinct does not begin to operate until a 
woman has at lease seen and touched her 
baby. Knowing this by experience, tho 
midwife kept it out of sight until tho fa- 
ther had pronounced doom. In north- 
western Europe they did likewise, as wo 
learn by many descriptions. And when 
this precaution was used the mother sub- 
mitted without serious distress.—Minne- 
apolis Tribune.

Would Be Cieful In tue Hills and Monn- 


talni—Spanish Have Never Learned tb« 
Art of Following a Trail — Uncle Sam'* 
Variegated Ansortuient of Soldier*. 


WASHINGTON, April 29.—[Special.]—For 


several weeks tho national capital has been 
overrun with men sooting commissions 
in tho army. A vast number of adventur- 
ous spirits have come to the front bogging 
the authorities to sond them to Cuba or 
to give thorn permission to go back homo 
and raise regiments for active service. 
Mon have sought authorization for raising 
regiments of cowboys, of Indians, of coal 
miners and of all sorts and conditions of 
men. Among the applications which have 
won fnvor in the eyes of tho military au- 
thorities woro those of Theodore Roosevelt 
and Judge Joy L. Torrey to organize regi- 
ments of cowboys from tho plains for ac- 
tive service in Cuba. Within a short time 
!t is probable two such regiments, under 
tho command of these two men, will be 
actually dispatched to Cuba. 


It is agreed by the military exports that 


the first men we send into Cuba should bq 
men inurod to the hardships of field serv- 
ice. They should be accustomed to sleep- 
ing out upon the ground and to getting 
along with tho minimum amount of com- 
fort. Clerks from the stores and offices ol 
tha city make good soldiers as soon as they 
arfi hardened to the work, and the history 
of tho civil war shows that as goon as they 
were seasoned there \voronobattorsoldiors 
in tho world than the ''counter jumpers" 
from the cities. They 'were more or loss 
sneered at by the experienced men whan 
thoy first took to tho field, but in a fow 
months they wero among the flowers of 
tho army GO far as endurance and fighting 
qualities were concerned. 


Men Inured to Hardship. 


Roosevelt's and Torrey's cowboys will 


have a great advantage over green soldiers 
for service in Cuba. They aro good horse- 
men, of course. Thoy can practically live 
in tho saddle. All the tricks of camping 
and foraging, ol saving themselves and 
their beasts oil possible hardship by adroit 
management, they are thoroughly familiar 
with. They aro past the period in which 
sleeping upon the damp ground is going 
to give them rheumatism or in which 
drinking water that is slightly off is go- 
ing to pull them down with fe .'ere. Be- 
sides, their horses are as tough as they 
are. The little mounts from the plains, ac- 
customed to hard riding, to picking up 
their sustenance from the end of a lariat 
rope and to getting along with little water 
and less care aro just tha things for cav- 
alry operations in rugged, wet and hot 
Cuba. 


The idea of enlisting Indians from tho 


plains has been seriously considered by 
the authorities here. It is argued that a 
few bonds of redskins would form admi- 
rable axillary troops, especially for chas- 
ing Spaniards into the mountain fast- 
nesses. If the Spanish authorities adopt 
the tactics in Cuba which many of our 
military experts think they will adopt— 
that is, to become bushrangers or guerril- 
las themselves, just as the Cubans have 
perforce been during the last three years 
—Indian fighting methods will be just the 
thing to run them out. It would be an 
odd spectacle, that of American Indians 
and regular army troops fighting side by 
side against a foreign foe, but in the opin- 
ion of good judges It would be a method 
well designed to out abort the supposed 
Spanish plan of carrying on a desultory 
warfare in the hills and mountains ~i 
Cuba for a long time to come. 


The American regular army troops and 


the Indians of the plains are a good deal 
alike in' one -important particular—they 
know how to follow up a trail, no matter 
where it loads, no matter how long or 
dangerous it is. The white men learned a 
good deal from the Indians in this sort of 
work and are quite as adept as their mod- 
els in ferreting out game that burrows 
and sneaks through narrow and difficult 
defiles. It is considered an odd thing that 
tho Spanish, with all their experience in 
the new world operating against the na- 
tives, have not also learned this art. 
But 


the last threo years in Cuba appear to 
demonstrate that the Spaniard of today is 
almost the same soldier astbe Spaniard of 
three centuries ago—he fights well en 
masso, but is a poor ferret. Eo will not 
follow a trail after it has become devious 
and bitter. 


Uncle Sam's Colored Troops. 


There is also a suggestion that our col- 


ored troops should be among the first that 
are sent to Cuba. If it is necessary to keep 
our men a long time iu Havana, Matanzas, 
Cienfuegos and other Cuban towns, as it 
probably will be for the purpose of main- 
taining order, the colored troops are 
thought to be just the boys. They are not 
subject to yellow fever and other disorders 
which might attack unacolimated white 
men and carry them off in great numbers. 
In the rebellion it was found that the 
black men make good fighters, that they 
are easily trained and that their powers of 
endurance are iu some respects superior to 
those of white men. It might be galling 
to the pride of the Spaniards to have col- 
ored troops for foes, and especially to have 
black men stand guard over their cities, 
but the United States bqs passed tho point 
whore it is paying very much respect to 
Spanish pride. There does seem to be 
something fitting in the idea of using col- 
ored soldiers to aid in securing the liberty 
of the Cuban people, for more than a third 
»f the inhabitants of Cuba now living are 
black, and black men have formed an im- 
portant part of the.army of liberation led 
by the Cn ban patriots. Besides, the great- 
est war in history was fought to free the 
blacks on this continent, and in turn tho 
colored soldiers should bo willing to con- 
tribute of their blood to securing the polit- 
ical emancipation of Cuba. 


Undo Sam might not be able to put in 


the field a brigade composed of qnite as 
variegated an assortment of soldiers as 
Great Britain boasts, with her Highland- 
ers, Irish fnsilcers, Canadian frontiers- 
men, Indian cohorts, Australian rangers 
and South African sharpshooters, but the 
United States is not far behind. If the 
war of occupation in Cuba should con- 
tinue long, there Is no telling what varia- 
tions of nationality in distinctive organi- 
sations will be found in the American col- 
umns.

Mayor Cady and Commissioner Emigh 


returned Thursday nfght from Boston, 
where tjey attended a hearinz given by 
tho stilts highway commission on the 
cjuuitiou of bu Idlng a stato road between 
thUoityaud Adams. Mayor Cady urged 
North Adams' claim to consideration o>i 
the ground that the city i» spending large 
auras oi Mouey for permanent roads and 
g'reota and shows her willingness to tio 
her full uhare toward improvement of tha 
highways. He told of the paving that 
was done last year and tbo mactdamizing 
on Uuion street, a part of which wa* 
paid for by private individuals. He also 
informed the commissioners that the 
work of paving is to he continued, also 
the building of stone roads, and raad> it 
clear that in the attempts to improve the 
pub.'ic thoroughfares tho state will have 
no more hearty co-operation in any quar- 
ter than it will here. 


Commissioner Emigh statad that the 


people of Adams and this city are unani- 
mously in lavor of this road, which will 
iorm a part of the state road from Boston 
to WUliarastovrn. He taid^t bat neither 
North Adams nor Adams would ask for 
any more itate road, and assured iUe 
cammissioneis that it' ibe road is built 
North Adams will macadamize the streets 
couuecting tho paved lection with the 
slato roads towards Adams and Williams* 
town, thus making a continuous perma- 
neut road all the way between those 
towns. The value and desirability of this 
w«ro made very clear. Adams was not so 
we.l represented at the hearing as was ex- 
pected, Representative Anthony being 
tha only man prese'nt from that town.

WITH BOHD PROVISION, 


Senator Allison Says Revenue Bill 


Will Pass, 


Sale of Securities Quick Way 


of Raising Money. 


Needs of the Government Too Pressing to 


Admit of Delay. 


Washington, April 29.— The senate 


ccmmlttee on finance will meet Monday 
to take up the war revenue bill. Tha 
members of the committee do not an- 
ticipate any delay In getting the bill 
out of the committee, and it can be 
•tated that there Is no thought of elim- 
inating a bond provision in order to se- 
cure the expeditious passage of the other 
portions of the bill. 


Senator Ailiaon, In reply to a question, 


Baid: "We shall certainly not abandon 
a bond provision, because ample pro- 
vision must be made to carry on tha 
war, and thla cannot be done by taxa- 
tion alone Immediately. With 125,000 
extra soldiers already called for and 
others to come, the government will hava 
to be supplied with the slaews of war. 
The demonstrations being made will re- 
quire a large sum. We have already 
practically expended the $50,000,000 ap- 
propriated for the defense of the coun- 
try, and It would not be wise for con- 
gress to adjourn and leave Washington 
with war existing without providing the 
necessary means to carry it on, or with' 
out making provision for the funds from 
which to meet the demand of the appro- 
priations therefor when made. We 
shall also Increase the revenues, but 
there must be means of raising money 
before the funds which will be secured 
from the revenue features of the bill can 
be made available.

tonnage tax on transatlantio shipping 
to 20 cents per ton. It is said this in- | 
crease is about 800 percent, the present ! 
rate being about 3 cents per ton, and that 
nearly the entire burden of the increase ; 
.falls on the transatlantic shipping of 
Great Britain, Germany, France' and 
one or two ^-c°r nations. A leading , 
diplomatic official stated that, roughly 
gpeaking, the Atlantic trade was carrie- 
on by about 100 American steamships 
and about 4000 British, French, German 
and other foreign steamships, so that 
the heavy tax would, be practically In- 
significant as against American steam- 
ships, while it would be very onerous 
against foreign shipping. A transat- 
lantic liner of 10,000 tons would pay at 
20 cents per ton $2090, every time she en- 
tered an American port. In other re- ' 
spects the bill attracts Mttle attention ; 
in foreign quarters, as the main Increase 
of taxation is on articles of domestic 
consumption, while duties on foreign 
Imports remain practically unchanged.

CHILDISH IDEAS OF BEAUTY. 


A MIDNIGHT ADVENTUBE. 


The invasion of' 'Cnba by American sol- 


diers and their co-operation with the in- 
surgent forces under Gomez add new in- 
terest to the island of blood. General Leo 
reports that tho revolutionists have an 
effective army of 40,QOO troops, which they 
could increase to 100,000 at anytime if 
the arms for them were found. Gomez has 
kept his army at its present number be- 
cause it was too difficult to maintain a 
large army in that country after its re- 
peated devastation and because 40,000 
men xvero enough to'keep up the war and 
crush Spain slowly. On the other hand, 
the Spaniards have, bo'says, not more than 
55,000 to 85,000 effective troops. If tho 
revolutionists are armed and a small but 
well disciplined and seasoned army from 
this country is landed in the island, he 
thinks the Spanish will have no chance for 
successful resistance. 


According to General Lee and all observ- 


ers of the military methods of the Span- 
iards, their infantry at once forms a hol- 
low square upon the approach of cav- 
alry. This military formation has been in 
practice for a century, and the Spaniards 
have not learned any other way to repel 
cavalry attacks. Military experts say that 
when an army is so formed 16 can be dec- 
imated by rapid fire guns and destroyed 
if it does not soon break such formation., 
The cavalry will be used to force the Span- 
iards Into position, to get them at bay, 
as it were, and the infantry and light ar- 
tillery will then attack with rapid fire 
guns. 


It is said that the Spanish forces in Cnba 


are poorly armed.- They have a fairly good 
rifle, the Mauser, but aril inadequately 
supplied with ammunition, and, most of 
the.troops being young boys, they do not 
know how to usa their gbns. In rapid firing 
guns they are very deficient. Artillery is 
their weakest point, and they cannot now 
supply the deficiency. 


The lack of arms and ammunition on 


the part of the insurgents is conclusive 
evidence that filibuster expeditions have 
not been as numerous or successful as 
Spain claims and tho general public sus- 
pects. The average filibuster scheme is 
more exciting than profitable. The sums 
paid for a successful landing in Cuba of 
men or supplies for the insurgents varies 
from |6,000 to $10,000. This is about five 
times as much as would be paid in time of 
peace, and it would be natural to suppose 
that one of these boats having made A half 
dozen successful trips would place Its 
owner in comfortable circumstances, but 
so far no one has grown rich from the 
business, and those who b»o been en- 
gaged in it soem to be no hfltter off finan- 
cially than they were before. As a matter 
of fact, they have made little clear money, 
though the expeditions have generally, 
bean successful. That they have so gen- 
erally escaped seems wonderful when the 
nature of the dangers that they have faced 
is considered. It is surprising .that none 
of thtm has fallen 'Into the hands of the 
Spaniards. 


The const of Cnbn is closely patrolled. 


Spain has cruisers in Cuban waters that 
are swifter than any steamer engaged in 
filibustering. Arriving in the darkness, 
an expedition might land, and in one in- 
stance at least one- did land, under tho 
guns of a fort and in range of the batter- 
ies ot a warship. If captured, tho filibus- 
ters would have no hope of mercy, 
though it is not likely that tbe Spaniards 
would take tfiem at all. iris much more 
probable that they would send the filibus- 


tering ship to tbe bottom, where its crew 
cou&l tell no tales. The ship and crew 
would merely be"missing," and all inter- 
national complications would thus be 
avoided. Tho fate of Captain Frye and 
the craw of tho Virginias warns these 
men as to what they should expect if cap- 
tured. 


This is Spain's way. It is not the way 


of -.jtier nations. During the war between 
the northern and southern states blockade 
runners were frequently captured. 
Their 


officers and crews were in no danger of 
death aftar capture. They were held for a 
time as prisoners of war, and in some in- 
stances were liberated after a short con- 
finement. The cases are similar. What 
is now termed a "filibuster" is generally 
not one in the exact meaning of tbe word. 
Many of the expeditions have carried only 
arms and ammunition to the Cubans, and 
it is not conceded that any regularly or- 
ganized armed expedition, has. as yet been 
conveyed to the island. Blockade runner 
or filibuster, however, death would fol- 
low capture. 


But the risk of capture is not the only 


one that the filibuster incurs. The dan- 
gers of shipwreck are also great. The ex- 
peditions approach tbe island at night— 
the darker tbe night the better. They can- 
not pick their weather. They must take 
storm as well as calm. They rarely have 
pilots familiar with the coast, and they 
cannot seek harbors where vessels of legit- 
imate commerce find shelter. They enter 
some cove distant frem tbe towns, and if 
any of their arrangements miscarry they 
ar* likely to miss tho Cubans who are to 
meet them and receive the supplies. -This 
would detain them longer in Cuban wa- 
ters and increase their risks. 


Of course tbe officers and crew of a fil- 


ibuster are paid more than they would 
be if engaged in less hazardous undertak- 
ings, though the sums that they receive 
would not create the impression that they 
place a very high value on their lives, if it 
were not remembered that they are daring 
and self reliant. Timid men often go to 
war, but they do not carry supplies to the 
Cuban insurgents.

MOW TO STEER A DOG SLED. 


It Bhonld Be Navigated Like an Ordinary 


Flow, Says a Traveler. 


Those who are going to Alaska would 


do well to profit by tbo experience of men 
who have been there. Tbe weather there 
for a greater portion of the year is so se- 
vere that the acquisition of knowledge by 
experience is likely to prove extremely 
hazardous. 
A man who has spent several 


•winters in Alaska offers tbe following sug- 
gestions as to the best mean? of handling 
a sled: 
v 


Travelers in AJaska are finding that 


about the beat way to manage a sled on a 
bad trail is to rig handles to it and to fol- 
low it as a farmer does a plow. Going 
down a hill it can be held back by the 
bandies, and on sidling places it is about 
the only way that it can be kept under ab- 
solute control. If the sled is to be pulled 
by doge, handles and almost indispensable. 
If two men furnish the power, it is well 
for one of them to pull and the other to 
push, unless they happen to be brothers. 
In this latter case it prevents trouble in 
Alaska, as elsewhero, to hitch both abreast 
and to put no stay chains on the double- 
tree. 


The framework which supports the han- 


dles by being laced to the side of the sled 
with strings of rawhide forms a basket, 
which makes it easier to secure the load. 
A rope is looped along the edge of the sied 
all the way around and made stationary. 
Through theee loops from side to side the 
lash rope is passed, and thus the load ia 
quickly secured. 


The problem of pitching tbe tent at 


stops and lighting a fire ia a serious one. 
When the thermometer registers 30 or 40 
degrees below zero, a man hardly dares to 
remove his mitt to start a fire, and then 
during the winter, which is the longest 
part of tbe year in Alaska, it ia very often 
difficult to find dry wood. The best thing 
I have found to get a quick blaze is to 
carry balls of cloth saturated in coal oil. 
Place one of these in the stove, light it, 
and ic will ignite almost any kind of wood. 
The wind proof matches which I have seen 
in the stores of San Francisco should form 
a part of every Klondiker's outfit.—San 
Franciseo Examiner. 


Disease. 


A medical man, far ahead of his pathy 


and his training, unable accurately to di- 
agnose a disease which bad fora long time 
baffled him, tried an experiment. 
Being 


an expert bacteriologist and knowing by 
eight the infinitesimal atoms that live to 
destroy bumac life, he put the patient in- 
to a Rufilan bath, allowed him to remain 
until he waa drenched yith perspiration 
and then scraped his skin to secure if pos- 
sible through the exudation a sufficient 
number of bacilli to enable him to deter- 
mine the nature of the ailment from which 
his patient suffered. 
So many to tbe 


square inch meant danger, and by a sim- 
ple process of mathematical calculation be 
soon discovered the enemy that was sap- 
ping the strongholds of life. He estimated 
that millions of bacilli were washed out of 
tbe body by those streams of perspiration. 
Having established this as a fact, he made 
it bis practice to examine all obscure oases 
in the same way. If the system is over- 
charged with bacilli and the perspiration 
furnishes courses upon which they float 
from the body, surely this ought to bo one 
of the most accurate methods of diagnosing 
doubtful oases. That the perspiration of 
human beings is poisonous is an admitted 
fact. Small animals are raadily killed by 
subcutaneous injections of perspiration 
collected after violent exercise.—New York 
Ledger.

IS IT THE PROPER THING TO GET * 


SHINE IN A PUBLIC PLACE f 
, 


How Far May One Go Out of Door* In 


Sprucing Himself Up?—How Hair Split', 
tins Etiquette M»y ClMh With Demo* 
cratlc Institution*. 


1 A question of deep philosophical and *>• 
cial import is herewith submitted: 
to the Editor of Tho Bun: 


Bin—As we look to The Sun for our best e»' 


amples of English we naturally turn to it to 
settle a question of marmots. The practice of 
having one's booth blackened in public—is it a 
breach of good nmnuprs? Aside from the 
question of an occasional necessity, does tha 
universal custom stamp it as it gentlemanly 
habit? 
AHCLMENT. 


This is a difficult inquiry, and perhaps 


it ought to be onswured by a council rep- 
resenting all the interests affected, tha 
council to bo assisted by a board of arbi- 
ters of tho elegancies, sitting without vote. 
The conventional opinion is that it is no<i 
correct to have one's boots blacked out of 
doors. Wo have never seen tho grounds 
of this opinion set forth, but presumably 
tho argument of tho orthodox school ia 
that the toilot of the boots, as a part of 
tha general toilot, ought to bo made with- 
in doors and not oornm populo (in tbe 
presence of a crowd). Yon don't wnih you* 
face or comb your hair on the streets. 


This argument it, not convincing. 


are extensive regions where you do and 
havo to wash at the pump out of doors. 
Russian officers and many other eminent 
personages, military and civil, are continu- 
ally combing Jiemselves in public. Tha 
strictest martinet among us would not 
hesitate to tio or rearrange his cravat in 
public. If tbe cravat, a necessary article 
i,f apparel save among certain statesmen 
and friends of iban, may be made spruce! 
out of doors, why may net the boots? Car- 
ried to an extreme, the orthodox opinioi^ 
would forbid a man to pick a thread oft 
his coat or smooth the tresses of his bait 
out of doors. Can a man button bis coat 
in the street? If so, why so? Should not 
n rigid etiquette forbid an act which may 
be described, like tbe blacking of the boots, 
as one of external or superficial toilet?' 


It may be urged that analogy doesn't 


apply to these mysteries of custom; that! 
the rule exists and has no need of justifi- 
cation. 
We summon example, then. We 


have seen a prince of historic name, au- 
thenticity guaranteed, a prince with a 
genealogical tree which few but members 
of the order of the Crown could hope to 
shin up. Even sach a prince have we 
seen having his boots, shoes or gaiters pol- 
ished at a common corner stand in this 
town. In the language of the contempo- 
rary classics, "he had the price of a shine," 
and he paid it like a little prince, and no 
doubt he believed that be was showing a 
graceful compliance with the customs of 
the country. 


Still, we have but touched the bell ot 


the mystery. We have not entered into 
the inner shrine. Lot us go in,.slamming 
the door i'n the faces of tbe narrow minded. 


Of itself there is nothing moral or im* 


moral in having one's boots blacked ia 
public. It is an action indifferent. Ob- 
jection : The majority of bootblack shops 
are in front of barrooms. Answer: It iS 
better to be outside than inside of -a bar- 
room. 


Thousands of artists are now employed 


in painting boots and shoes in the open 
air or in public places. To take away from 
them their means of livelihood would be 
to displace a large amount of labor, pro- 
duce suffering and trouble. To this it may 
be objected that if these diligent and frugal 
artists are not checked they will goon ow* 
the town. 
Well, somebody must own it. 


Does it offend the tense of beauty and 


harmony of things to have one's boots 
blacked In public? Answer: It depends 
•upon the feet. -Tbe arttet always does big 
'belt. Don't blame him, but sarcastic na- 
ture. For our own part we don't hesitate 
to say that to look upon a man who wears 
a tall hat or "sllcky," brilliant kid glove* 
and other apparel rich and rare, to look 
upon him as he'bas hia shoes keyed up to 
tbe rest of him, fills us and should fill ev- 
ery other reasonable passerby with a new 
sense of the imperious demand for tha 
beautiful. 
In tbe education of the beauty 


sense of tbe young this, public polishing 
must have a great part. 


Formerly "guests" at hotels used to .put 


out the boots at the door of their rooms 
before going to bed and dumb servitord 
blackened tho sama. We understand thai 
in most hotels and tnverns tbe public 
blacking stand has driven tbe custom out. 
¥ou take tbe public chair if, you have no 
private and luxurious retainers. Yon may 
lose some dignity, but at least nobody will 
steal yovr shoes. 


Yei there are delicate spirits averse *a 


publicity and with a passion for etiquette. 
'ih«n we need not advise to shun tbe pub« 
Ho polisher. Their shoes should be pol< 
ished in secret.

An Electrical Water Forge.

The details ore as yet tht 
secret of the inventor, but in effect tha 
method U as follows: A tank shaped 
somewhat like an iron sink is filled with 
water, which is highly charged with oleo- 
txioity. Tbe piece of iron to be manipulat- 
ed is held by a pair of pinchers which ar« 
attached to an electric wire. When all is 
ready, the iron is dipped into the water, ot 
course causing the positive and negativa 
. poles to come in contact. It takes from 10 
to 60 seoondi for the iron to become hot 
enough to be bent or worked as required. 
An interesting and important fact is thai 
the beat manifests itself only upon that 
•portion of tbe iron that is covered by th« 
water, thus rendering it much more con- 
trollable than forges of tbe ordinary pat- 
tern.

HOUSEKEEPING 


ON A BATTLESHIP.

• There are no women on a battleship, 
BO all the housekeeping arrangements 
are looked after by the officers and the 
men. And the housekeeping on a ship 
of this sort is quite an important item, 
for it includes the comfort and clean- 
liness of the ship, the cooking and serv- 
ing of meals, the care of linen, silver 
and stores, for everything, even to the 
smallest saltcellar, must be accounted 
for. 


Yet, despite the absence of femininity, 


a battleship is today a. comfortable, 
e\ en a luxurious, place, and the men 
as .well as the officers are snugly quar- 
tered and enjoy first quality foods, well 
cooked and invitingly served. While in 
port an the luxuries of the season may 
be found on the officers' table of a man- 
of-war. 


I visited the monitor Terror recently, 


while she was at anchor in New York 
harbor. The Terror is a representa- 
tive ship ef its class and is manned 
by officers all distinguished in the ma- 
rine service. 
Its crew, consisting of 


white men, negroes and Japanese, are 
a splendid body of men, finely devel- 
oped and typical sailors In appearance. 


Somehow I expected to find every- 


thing very "manny" and crude about 
the domestic department of the Terror, 
but I found, on the contrary, that the 
housekeeping .is beautifully methodic 
and systematic, everything moving as 
though by clockwork, with not the 
slightest friction, apparently. 


First of all, the ship is deliciously 


clean throughout. The decks are smooth 
and shining, the brasswork glitters in 
the sunlight, and fresh white paint on 
all the numerous railings and stairways 
makes, every thing look new and bright. 


A very narrow companionway leads 


through a little vestibuled doorway into 
the wardroom, which serves as drawing 
room and dining room on a battleship. 
So it is furnished with an upright piano, 
a broad and well fitted sideboard and a 
large round table in the center of the 
floor. A handsome kazak rug .covers 
the floor, and the table is also fur- 
nished -with a cover in corresponding 
tints. A velvet portiere in terra cotta 
swings from a rod across the room so 
that it may be divided into two apart- 
ments if desired. 


The sideboard shows the good care 


that is bestowed upon it by the shining 
polish of the wonttworj^inu ihe daz- 
eling brilliancy of the long mirror and 
the glassware, which is of the finest 
cut, each piece ornamented with a de- 
vice of crossed anchors. There is a /full 
set of glasses, from champagne to 
liqueur and am Imposing array of de- 
canters. The silverware includes all the 
uaual dlshos, and there are also such 
luxuries as individual pepper mills, but- 
ter spreaders and plates, coffee spoons— 
in fact, all the belongings of an up to 
date silver service to the smallest item. 


The chinaware is especially dainty, 


being of white, each piere bearing a 
device in gold. There Is a complete as- 
sortment sufficient for nerving the most 
elaborate repast. The linen Is also of 
the finest quality, the tablecloth* and 
napkins being embroidered with a de- 
Vice similar to that upon the china. 


Of course ail this daintiness of table 


appointments is for the officers, whose 
rooms open from tht wardroom on 


either side. They are curtained off by 
terra cotta velvet, and small windows 
latticed with brass are draped with silk 
of a corresponding shade. This gives a 
very pretty decorative effect to the 
wardroom, especially when the electric 
lights are turned on, as they are most 
of the time. 


The sailors' dining and sleeping quar- 


ters are aft, their hammocks being 
swung at night in the room which 
serves them as sitting r6om and dining 
room by day. The officers' galley, pre- 
sided over by an expert Japanese cook, 
is off this room, and the men's galley is 
below. Mattdche, the wardroom cook, 
is a missionary as well as .a cook, ,and 
this, the Terror officers say, is the se- 
cret of his turning out such good 
dishes. 


The galley is a. cozy little place about 


10 feet square. It is well lighted and 
ventilated and contains, besides the big 
hotel range, a soup kettle, a sink, a 
cooking table and shelves of shining 
copper pans and cooking utensils. 


On the day I visited the-ship Ma- 


talche, who Is a pleasant faced and in- 
telligent Jap, was giving the finishing 
touches to a dressing which he was 
composing for a chicken that awaited 
roasting. He was slicing chicken livers 
finely into a wooden bowl, together with 
a Bermuda onion and some chopped cel- 
ery and bread crumbs, and he did it all 
so daintily and deftly, with such clean, 
white hands and such a smile of cu- 
linary confidence upon his lips, that it 
fascinated "me, and I stopped to watch 
him. 


He had already completed the work 


of creaming a dish of spinach, which 
he had decorated with hard boiled eggs 
cut in circles across the top, and a de- 
licious soup was simmering in the 
big kettle. On a side table, ranged in a 
tempting row side 1 y side, there were 
eight beautifully browned pies—apple 
pies, he told me they were—and they 
were triumphs, for every housekeeper 
knows that a fifood pie is one of the best 
references th,.t a cook can offer. 


Besides, there were custard puddings 


in little silver dishes, potatoes, creamy 
and white, and fuUy/ a dozen loner, 
crusty loaves of homemade bread. Ev- 
erything looked so good and clean and 
inviting that I began »o feel that a bat- 
tleship was one of the pleasantest places 
I had ever been irt. 


There is a ship's cook for the men, 


and while he does not equal Mataiche as 
an artist hd is very good at cooking 
the plainer dishes served in the sailors' 
dining room. The rations furnished arc- 
plentiful, so plentiful, in fact, that the 
Jackies have a plan of Jdoing with less 
and getting money instead on a com- 
mutation system, and in this way they 
are enabled to purchase extra dishes for 
their mess. 


The messes consist of from 12 to 20 


men each, one man being constituted 
the steward. 
He-looks after thp cook- 


ing and the serving and the selection 
of dishes for each day. 
The regular 


sailors' rations served when at sea in- 
clude salt pork, which Is cooked In a 
variety of ways—for Instance, with 
beans, with peas, with rice, with fresh 
vegetables and with canned. 


This variety of accompanying dishes 


is also offered with salt beef, bacon, salt 
flsh, corned beef, ham, fish, sausage, 
mutton and roast beef. Fresh meats 


and fish and vegetables and fruit are 
always served when in port. 


The sailors' breakfast is served at 


7:30 a. m., and about 12 dinner is serv- 
ed, with supper at 5. This constitutes 
the day's regimen. The officers' mess is 
later, breakfast being at 8, luncheon at 
11 and dinner at 6 o'clock 
It is ar- 


ranged the same way, however, as that 
of the men, so far as the housekeeping 


for their own mess and also have a 
wine mess, to which they contribute 
on shares, signing checks for what they 
order in regular club style. 


There is one Japanese'boy to every 


three officers, and this boy looks after 
the rooms, which are always in excel- 
lent order. 
An officer's room on the 


Terror is bigger than a stateroom on 
an ocean liner and much more corn- 


officers. There are a desk and a hang- 
ills' closet a.n-J lots of shelves and cubby 
holes in unexpected places. Every inch 
of space is made use of, and the result 
is wonderfully comfortable. On the 
walls 
hang swords, belts and ac- 


couterments of different kinds, marine 
glasses and other things that cannot he 
stowed away more compactly. Then 
there are always photographs and me-

Your Shoes. 


Orange juice is? one of the best dress-

A Lincoln Document. 


A valuable Lincoln document has 


been unearthed in the.pension office in 
Washington by Colonel Dalton, chief of 
the old war and navy division. It is a 
bounty land claim, made by -the mar- 
tyred president in 1855, in which he 
makes application for 160 acres under 
the law allowing such allotment to all 
soldiers who served 15 days or longer In 
any war previous to the civil struggle. 
Captain Lincoln, as he was then, re- 
ceived the land for which he asked. The 
document, which was sworn to by Mr. 
Lincoln, declares that he served 40 days 
in 1832 as captain of a company in the 
regiment of Illinois mounted volunteers 
commanded by Colonel S. W. Thomp- 
son in the war with the British band 
of Sacs and other tribes of Indians on 
the northwestern frontier known as the 
Black Hawk war.

A linen fi'ont will take 
an additional half yard of linen and 
cuffs, etc., three-quarters of a yard 
more. A boy's shirt can be cut out of 
2% yards of wide material. 


Spiced apples are both appetizing and 


timely now that the housekeeping 
store of relishes is running low. Make 
a sirup of equal parts of sugar, water 
and vinegar, adding a few whole cloves 
and a few pieces of stick cinnamon. 
When scalding, put in firm, tart ap- 
ples, peeled and quartered, and cook 
gently until tender, but not broken. Ke- 
move with a skimmer, boil the sirup 
until it thickens and pour over the ap- 
ples. 


A friar's omelet is an excellent pud- 


ding tha't Is comparatively little known. 
Make six moderate sized apples into 
sauce, sweeten with powdered loaf sug- 
ar, stir in two ounces of butter, and 
when cold mil with two well beaten 
eggs. Butter a tart dish and strew the 
bottom and sides thickly with bread 
crumbs, then put in the apple sauce 
and cover with bread crumbs to the 
depth of a quarter of an inch, put a lit- 
tle dissolved butter on the top and 
bake for an hour in a good oven. When 
done, turn it out and sift sugar over it. 


Stains of ink freshly made upon laca 


or delicate fabrics may be treated with 
grape juice, ripe tomato juice or onion 
juice. After application wash the juice 
itself off in plenty of cold water. Stains 
of long standing can be attacked in a 
different manner. Put a small lump of 
salt of sorrel upon the ink spot and tie 
the material into a kind of bag round 
it, then dip this into lukewarm water 
and let it soak until the salt has dis- 
solved. With its disappearance will dis- 
appear the offending ink stain. Final- 
ly rinse the cleaned article In much 
cold water.

(•u'tiininc or providing d 11 rnoms,or ar- 
mories for any such body <~ —ion." 


This will prevent tho v • nsed forma- 


tion of a volunteer company, the gov- 
ernor holds, until such time as the militia 
is unable to meet the call. The first 
quota from this state will be filled by the 
four regimeiUs designated, the second, 
sixth, eighth, and ninth. When a call 
for more troops comes, recruiting offices 
will at once be established in different 
cities. 


It is possible that Mayor Cady may 


designate some one man to take names of 
volunteers to bo used in case of the need 
of more enlistments. Thia is not decided, 
however.

EDWARD BAMFORO IS DEAD, 


Tragedy of April 12 Ended With Death 


of'Murderer This Morning. 


' Edward Bamlord, who shot hit wife 
and himself April 12, died at the hospital 
this morning at 1230. It waj supposed 
for some time that he vould recover, but 
for a short time he had been seen to be 
failing. 


An autopsy was held this forenoon at 


the undertaking rooms of Simmons & 
Carpenter.. In tha absence of Dr. O. J. 
Brown, Dr. P. K. Paddock, medical ex- 
aminer of Hittslield, conducted the au- 
topsy, and found that, the bulloL had gone 
through the liver. It mnde u wound 
which was almost necessarily fatal, and 
it was only remarkable vitality that kept 
Bamford alive so long. 


Mr. Bamford did not suffer any before 


his c*rath, seeming siinply to sinfe out of 
life. He tx pressed no curiosity about Ins 
wife up to the time of his death, and bad 
never been told of her death. He did not 
deem to have the slightest interest in the 
matter, avid for two weeks had not re- 
ferred to the shooting. 


Mr. Bamford was 62 years old and u 


native of Wales. He had lived in this 
-vicinity for nearly 40 years and was em- 
ployed for many years in the Blackinton 
and Braytonville mills. By hard work 
and careful saving he and his wife accu- 
mulated considerable property. 


Their home was in the rear of West 


Main street near the cemetery, where the 
shooting was done on tbe morning of 
April 12 during a family quarrel, a full 
account of the tragedy appearing in this 
pape.~ that day. Mrs. Bamford died at 
the hospital a few days later and Bamford 
was placed under arrest on the charge of 
murder. 


That the case has been disposed of by 


the kindly hand of nature is not to be 
regretted. It saves the county a large 
amount of trouble and expense, and the 
officers who had the cass in charge ex- 
perienced a sense of profound relief when 
the'death was announced tjhis morning. 
One son survives, Howard E. Bamford. 


The funeral arrangements have not 


been made.

CENTRAL LABOR UNION MEETING, 


Representative 
McManus 
Speaks. 


Many Grievances Presented. 


The regular meeting of tbe Central La- 


hor union was held last night and al- 
t ough it was not as largely attended as 
..should have been those who came out 
ware well paid by tbe address given by 
Representative 
MoManm 
of 
Boston, 


who was in the city on the Greylock park 
committee from the legislature, wbicn 
was very interesting. Mr. McManus ex- 
plained tbe workings of the legislature 
and particularly that of labor legislation. 
He said thab by united action the labor 
unions could get favorable legislation, but 
they could not divide and win. He said 
that when a good b'U came up for the 
benefit of the laboring people 
in 
a 


gieat rainy instances it was spoiled by 
"crank" legislation, ard in the end they 
lost all. The labor unions should watch 
the actions of their representatives more 
closely and. when the latter came up 
again for reelection they should be asked 
to give a good account of their doings. 
The records of the legislature and the 
blue Look should be kept in the rooms 
and a close watch Jtepc on the records 
of representatives and tbe unions should 
act accordingly. 


The labor unions should make an issue 


of labor legislation and not look at a can- 
didate's politics—Democrat or Republi- 
can—but if he is true to the interests of 
labor should rally to his support. 
He 


spoke at length on these rules and his re- 
marks were listened to very attentively. 


After this a business meeting was held 


and many grievances were heard and 
referred to committees. The cigarmakers 
reported that a non-union cigar waa be- 
ing put out called "The Maine" and 
warned labor union men not to purchase 
it. The bricklayers said that a certain 
contractor stated that this year he was 
not going to abide by the union rules and 
that all men working for him would have 
to work 10 hours a day. The bartenders 
have a grievance, it being brought about 
by the changes in licenses that are about 
to take place, and they claim that some of 
the new firms are going to put on non- 
union men. This union will hold a spec- 
ial meeting Sunday to take action. 


A committee was also appointed to see 


the proprietors of baker shops in regard 
to the labels. Tha different committees 
appointed will attend to these grievances 
and the coming week may bring some in- 
teresting developments in labor circles.
